Pacifists 


ANY pacifists—and some of the 

most widely known among them 

—have abandoned their pacifism 
since the war began. Whereas they 
used to proclaim that nothing could be 
worse than war, they have discovered 
since September 1939 that war is better 
than Nazism. War endangers human 
values, says Professor Joad; but Naz- 
ism annihilates them. 

It would perhaps be pertinent to in- 
quire why this discovery of the nature 
of Nazism was so long delayed: for 
the nature of Nazism has been mani- 
fest for the last six years. The Nazis 
behaviour to Poland was not worse 
than their behaviour to Czecho- 
Slovakia; neither was their treatment 
of their own people materially different 
at any time since they came to power. 
The repentant pacifists owe their for- 
mer brethren some explanation of their 
past ignorance and their present illum- 
ination. 

But whether the explanations were 
convincing or not, it would not affect 
the validity, or invalidity, of their 
contention that Nazism is worse than 
war. That proposition stands or falls 
by itself. But it is not an easy pro- 
position to argue about. For one thing, 
Nazism is a more concrete concept 
than war; or so it appears to most 
people. Or, more truly, war is a fam- 
iliar and almost homely concept, 
whereas Nazism is new and terrible. 
Of course, it is not so in reality. War 
is just as new and terrible as Nazism; 
and, in fact, Nazism is essentially a 
new and terrible method of waging 
war. Nazism is that organization of 
society which enables it to become the 
most ruthless and efficient war-making 
machine. 

Hence there is an element of con- 
fusion in the proposition that Nazism 
is worse than war. It conceals the im- 
portant truth that Nazism is war, in 
its most modern form; with its dis- 
turbing corollary that if you decide 
to overcome the Nazi war-method by 
war, there is no chance of succeeding 
unless you adopt the Nazi war-method 
yourself. Tnic ts very difficult for 
Britons to admit; mainly because our 
chief method of waging war has hith- 
erto been by the ruthless application 
of sea-power. We have grown up to 
regard the blockade of a whole nation 
—now, indeed, of a whole continent— 
as an entirely moral application of 
force. When the Germans retaliate in 
kind and threaten our population with 
sudden instead of slow death, we really 
feel that they have touched a new 
depth of iniquity. It is not so. Even 
at the end of the last war Prince Max 
of Baden (whose integrity was un- 
questionable) computed that 800 Ger- 
man civilians were dying every dav as 
the direct result of our blockade. The 
aerial Blitzkrieg has not touched that 
figure yet. 

But it is not with Nazism as a war- 
method that the repentant pacifists are 
concerned. They are concerned with it 
as a system of government which aims 
directly at annihilating human values. 
Professor Joad specifies the values 
which will be annihilated in the souls 
of Britons, if Nazism were triumphant; 
“the value of the free mind and the 
compassionate heart, the love of truth 
and the respect forhuman personality.” 
The important thing to note is that 
this position assumes that these values 
can be annihilated by the action of 
Nazi rulers. (We leave uncriticized 
"the somewhat naive supposition that, 
if the worst came to the worst, Pritain 
would be administered by a Himmler 
and & Goebbels). Here, a fundamental 
question is raised. Do we, or do we 
not, believe that these human values 
are SO precarious that they can be 
eradicated by tyranny? 

If we believe that they can be eradi- 
cated, then surely there is no hope for 
humanity at all. The Nazi system, in 
one form or another, has overrun the 
whole of Europe. Are the human 
values to be eradicated throughout 
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accordingly.

who had a great conviction of 
the fundamental unity of all mankind 
and saw clearly how the competing 
nationalisms of the late 19th century 
were working in opposition to this 
great principle. He feared that the 
people of Britain would not exercise 
the necessary imagination to foresee 
and avert coming disaster.

Disaster has come upon us because we 
did not rise to our responsibilities.

Implicit Aims 


The aims of both the British and the 
German Governments in the present 
conflict are implicit rather than ex- 
plicit. They are to be inferred from ac- 
tions and trends rather than learned 
from any official pronouncements. 

The British aims are twofold and 
divergent; which is why no satisfactory 
statement of them has been found pos- 
sible: in part there is a sincere desire 
of well-meaning but misguided people 
to secure liberty and justice by force 
of arms; in part there is a desire of a 
reactionary minority to defend their 
wealth and privileges against the en- 
croachmients of a rival imperialism of 
an entirely new kind, and ayainst the 
threat of certain ineluctahle sccial 
changes. The second group makes use 
of the idealism of the first to further 
its own ends. 

On the other hand, their German 
opponents seem to be showing a terri- 
fying singleness of purpose in their 
designs. They are making of Europe 
cne huge economic and political unity 
with complete control centred at Ber- 
lin. Erstwhile countries are now mere 
counties, Britain alone, up to the pre- 
sent, is excluded. Russia swarming 
witn German technical experts to de- 
velop her resources, is a willing col- 
Taborator, 


\~ Other Standards 


Capitalist economists long ago pre- 
dicted the collapse of the totalitarian 
States. According to orthodox capit- 
alist standards they were doomed. 

Unfortunately for the prophets, how- 
ever, there proved to be other stand- 
ards. The Russian communists dls- 
covered first, and the fascists and nat- 
lonal socialists soon after them, that 
real capital was in men and materials, 
that to bring the two together did not 
need the artificial capital which is de- 
noted by ciphers in a bank ledge:.

Inevitable Unity 


European unity had to come, as 
world unity has to ecme. 

Such unity can be achieved in one 
of two ways: by free and voluntary 
association of democracies; o” by the 
hegemony of one dominant military 
nation over other nations. The democ- 
cracies of Europe could have chosen 
the first way, but they failed. Hitler 
has almost succeeded in the second 
way. 

What chance have we of substitut- 
ing a free federation for a tyrenny? 
What hope can we hold out to the 
peoples of Europe that we have scme- 
thing better to offer than Hitler? None 
at all if we merely propose to try to 
defeat Germany by war and blockade 
as a preliminary to re-estabiishing the 
outworn system of finance-capitalism 
and independent sovereizn States. 


Realization Dawning ? 


There are not wanting signs that 
many of us, non-pacifists as well as 
pacifists, are beginning to face up to 
these facts. 

Our press, in its attempts to gloss 
them over, shows a certain uneasiness 
and uncertainty. A cry is once more 
heard in the land that the Govern- 
ment should state categorical peace 
aims, The impossibility of persuading 
the peoples of Europe, by any devices 
of propaganda, that we are really act- 
ing as their best friends by starving 
them to death, is being realized. Re- 
cent letters appearing in The Times 
and other newspapers have demon- 
strated this, 


We must fasten on to every one of 
these hopeful tendencies and signs of 
the times. We must foster and devel- 
op them, We, the minority who have 
really tried to face facts ail along, 
must educate the rest of our country- 
men to face them. 


Clear Implications 


Once the facts are iooked at, the im- 
Plications are clear and simple. 

There must be an cnd of the mono- 
poly of land and the means of pro- 
duction by private interests. There 
must be an end of the exploitation of 
colonial peoples to provide dividends 
for investors. There must be an end of 
monopolizing imperial markets and 
sources of raw materials in the inter- 
ests of a few favoured nations. There 
must be an end to artificial barriers, 
military, fiscal, and political, between 
peoples and a return to free trade and 
intercourse. 


Finally, there must be a recognition 
of the inevitability of a new European 
order leading on to a new world order. 

These are all essentials in the mat- 
erial sphere. But the material is not 
everything. None of these materia! ad- 
vantages will be worth while unless 
our new order is imbued with the spirit 
of democracy, That is where we can 
offer the world something more than 
Hitler has to offer. Then we can de- 
feat nazism in the only way in which 
it can ultimately be defeated—in the 
moral and spiritual spheres. 


Realism Needed 


That victory, however, can never be 
won while our nation remains in its 
present state of divided purpose. We 
must call upon the Government to

make a declaration of our constructive 
peace aims at once. To formulate 
these it will be necessary to throw off 
comfortable illusions and face up to 
hard facts; to be as realistic as Hitler 
has shown himself to be—and more so. 

There was a time, not so very long 
ago, when Britain could be said to 
have held the moral leadership of the 
world. From that position she has 
gradually lapsed until today she is in 
danger of becoming the exact opposite: 
a reactionary Power blocking the path 
of progress. 

If our people can be awakened there 
is still a chance of regaining that lost ~ 
leadership. To awaken and educate the 
public is, in my opinion, the most 
urgent task of pacifists at the present 
time.

Is U.S. Entry 


Nearer ?

Dee intention of the new pact be- 

tween Germany, Italy and Japan 

is plain. It is to meet in advance 

the possibility of the USA entering in- 
to the struggle. 

I cannot help feeling that it increases 
the chance of the USA entering in, and 
brings us nearer a war embracing the 
whole world, except possibly Soviet 
Russia. From the purely military point 
of view, a war with the USA and Bri- 
tain on the one side, and Germany, 
Italy and Japan on the other would be 
more like an equal combat than the 
present one—more equal, more exten- 
sive. more murderous, more completely 
destructive of the remnants of civiliz- 
ation. 

The News Chronicle appears to re- 
gard this prospect with complacency. 
“We in this country need have no tre- 
mors about the new line-up... the 
balance of advantage would seem to 
be with us.” I could understand a 
Russian statesman feellng cheerful at 
the prospect of the rest of the world 
becoming a shambles. But the Russ- 
jans are not in fact so bloody-minded . 
as their philosophy allows them to be. 
But that a journal with the tradition 
of the News Chronicle should welcome 
the prospect is one more among the 
thcusand evidences that war corrodes 
the human imagination. 

If the added horror should come, 
poor Robin-pacifist will have to put 
his head under his wing. Better: orare 
et laborare, pray and dig— if he is in 
the mind to do the one and has the 
chance of doing the other. 


The Dakar Fiasc> 


HE flasco at Dakar moved even my 

provincial newspaper to protest 

against the contradictions of our 
official announcement. 

“There is clearly something unsat- 
isfactory in telling us that three 
cruisers of the Vichy Government were 
allowed to go through the Straits of 
Gibraltar because they were not bound 
for a port under German control, while 
insisting in the same communique that 
the Axis was increasing its influence 
in Dakar.” It goes on to observe dryly 
that “if the incident had occurred in 
the same conditions as the withdrawal 
from Norway, it might have had much

the same political repercussions.” As- 
Buredly, it should do something to dis- 
perse the aura of infallibility with 
which, for some inscrutable reason, Mr. 
Churchill and the present National 
Government have been invested. 

One Oran, I should have thought, was 
one more than enough; but an insular 
and unimaginative mentality seems 
bent upon driving the French into ac- 
tive hostilities against us. Our treat- 
ment of defeated France has been terr- 
ible—wicked and foolish. Since we in- 
tend, by our blockade, to make war on 
Europe, we can hardly be surprised— 
though we shall be—if Europe in des- 
Peration makes war upon us. 


Reprisals 


HE debate on the morality and ex- 
pediency of reprisals goes on, 
very vehemently indeed, but in 

an atmosphere of unreality. The as- 
sumption is that the Germans are de- 
liberately bombing civilians, whereas 
we are not. I think an unbiassed 
neutral would find it impossible to dis- 
tinguish (except in magnitude) be- 
tween the effects of our bombing of 
Berlin, and the German bombing of 
London. The distinction, which evid- 
ently exists for many high-minded 
people, between the two activities 
would not be objectively manifest at 
all. There would be precisely the same 
kind of destruction, the same over- 
whelming propoftion of civilian cas- 
ualties, and the same conviction among 
the victims on either side that the 
bombing is indiscriminate. 

The distinction is purely subjective; 
and it amounts to this: that we believe 
that our airmen do not try to bomb 
other than military objectives, while 
we believe that the German airmen 
do. For believing this there is some 
warrant, for the terrible bombing of 
Rotterdam appears to have been de- 
liberately indiscriminate. But to sup- 
pose that to the distinction in inten- 
tion corresponds some distinction in 
the actual destruction done seems to 
me quite unwarrantable. In other 
words, if we were to permit ourselves 
to take reprisals, what should we do to 
Eerlin other than we are actually 
doing? 


“Drawing the Line” 


T HE point is of some importance, 
over and above the question of 
moral integrity involved. For it 
appears that air-reprisals is the point 
at which the Christian, or civilized, 
conscience of Britain is prepared “to 
draw the line.” 

But if to draw the line at that point 
meang nothing in practice—as I believe 
jt means nothing— is not the British 
conscience involved in a super-subtle 
form of hypocrisy? If ‘drawing the 
line’’ somewhere is to have any real 
moral value, the line must be so drawn 
that we actually sacrifice some appar- 
ent military advantage in order to keep 
our hands and our souls clean of some 
particular foulness in this dirty war. 
I maintain that it is imperative that 
we should draw the line at imposing 
a food-blockade upon our friends. I 
notice that the high-minded people are 
very quiet on that topic; while they 
are, and are allowed to be, sinzularly 
vocal in denouncing air-reprisals. 
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My vision may be jaundiced—I can 
only plead that I do my best to keep it 
clear—but I must confess to a horrible 
suspicion that the unconscious inten- 
tion of this clamour against reprisals 
is to give ourselves the moral satis- 
faction of feeling that we do “draw 
the line” somewhere, while in fact we 
are drawing it nowhere at all. 


Liberty—and Slums 
R. Brailsford, in Reynolds’, gives 


an appalling picture of condi-~ 


tions in some of the East End 
shelters; and the stage seems set for 
the outbreak of some particularly 
horrible epidemic. 


There is a certain grim justice in the 
fact that the London slums are like 
to prove the weak spot in our national 
defences. And we need to ask our- 
selves whether a like weak spot could 
be found in the defences of Germany. 
I do not profess to know. But I do 
know that Hitler has more first-hand 
experience of slums than Mr. Church- 
ill; and it is quite possible that he has 
done a good deal more to abolish them 
than our National Government. If he 
has... I would not rush to the. con- 
clusion that German authoritarianism 
is better than British liberty: but I 
would insist that the kind of liberty 
that has slums for its corollary is 
not a liberty to be proud of, still less 
a Hberty for which millions of victims 
should be sacrificed.

reached me by the courtesy of Reuter’s 
and the India Conciliation Group. It is 
a deeply interesting utterance, too full 
of spiritual wisdom to be summarized. 
But here, in Mr. Gandhi’s own words 
is the practical position which Con- 
gress has accepted from him: ‘If we 
can get a declaration from the British 
Government that Congress can go on 
preaching anti-war propaganda, go on 
preaching non-cooperation with the 
Government in their war-effort, we will 
not have civil disobedience.” But more 
characteristic of him is the following: 

I claim the, hberty of going through the 
streets of Bombay and I say that I shall have 
nothing to do with this war, because I do not 
belleve in this war, and in this fratricide that 
is going cn in Europe. I admire bravery, but 
what is the use of this bravery? I deplore 
their foolishness and their crass ignorance. They 
do not know what they are fighting for. That 
is how I took at this war that is going on 
across the seas. I cannot possibly take part 
in {t. Nor do I want Congress to do so. 

The part that I would like to take is the part 
of peace. If the British people in their wisdom 
had recognized the independence not of Con- 
gress but of all India, and if other parties 
in India had also co-operated with us, we 
would have taken the honourable place of 
peacemakers between these nations. Such is 
my ambition. But today I know that it is 
a ‘day dream. But sometimes man lives in 
his day dreams. I live in my day dreams and 
Picture a world full of good human beings—- 
not goody goody human beings. 


Food for Europe 


R. Hoover is planning to make 

“a direct appeal” to the Amer- 

ican public for the feeding of 

the conquered peoples of Europe. So 
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announces Mr. Raymond Clapper, of 
the NY Evening Telegram. 

It will be an infinite pity if this 
crucial moral issue becomes an affair 
of party-politics; but, owing to Mr. 
Hoover’s position of authority in the 
Republican Party, this will be difficult 
to avoid if, as Mr, Clapper under- 
stands, the State Department in Wash- 
ington is hostile. 


Prebably, the best thing would be for 
Mr. Hoover to hold back until the Pre- 
sidentiul election is over. Whichever 
way the election goes, Mr. Hoover’s 
plea will stand a far better chance of 
being considered on truly humanitar- 
ian grounds.

REPRISALS 


URING these tremulous days of 
mass carnage and destruction, 
it is but natural that men’s 
thoughts should turn to vindictive 
hatred of those directly responsible for 
the horrors under which London Is 
suffering. It is, however, the pride of 
the pacifist that he can rise superior 
to circumstances and keep a cool head 
as well as a stout heart, 


We heor and read much of “ Hitler’s 
savagery” and “ Nazi beastUness.” It 
is therefore but fair to recall, with an 
effort at objectivity, the course of 
events that heralded this unspeakable 
tragedy. 

Two years ago, at the time of the 
“first crisis” that ended at Munich, it 
is common knowledge that Britain’s 
defence against air attack was so lam- 
entably weak that Herr Hitler could 
have done his worst on London with 
impunity to himself. But he held his 
hand and Britain gained a full year’s 
respite in which to make _ herself 
strong, both for defence and for 
offence. Yet the “second crisis,” which 
ended in the British declaration of war 
on September 3, 1939, found Germany 
still far ahead of Britain in air 
etrength. 


But Hitler made no effort to pursue 
his advantage and Mr. Chamberlain— 
for motives either humanitarian or ex- 
pedient—confined himself to “ propa- 
ganda leaflet” flights over Germany. 
Meanwhile Herr Hitler’s peace appeal 
of October 6, 1939, backed by Hol- 
land and Belgium, was answered by 
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the intensifled blockade of Germany. 


In the spring of this year came the 
big German push westward that in 
six weeks brought Herr Hitler to the 
English Channel. 


The supreme advantage was now his. 
Barely an hour's flight separated his 
bombers from London. The heme de- 
fences of Britain were in a chaotic 
condition. Enormous quantities of air- 
craft and anti-aircraft material had 
been lost by destruction or capture in 
the retreat of the B.E.F. from Eel- 
gium. It was real “ Hitler weather ”"— 
clear and calm; perfect weather for 
large-scale bombing operations, 


So the German airfleet sailed over 
Britain, but they dropped, not high-ex- 
plosive and incendiary bombs, but 
leaflets addressed to the British people 
and urging the necessity for an arm- 
istice as a preliminary to peace negot- 
iations! Said Herr Hitter: ‘In this 
hour I feel it to be my duty before 
my own conscience to appeai once 
more to reason and common sense, to 
Britain as much as elsewhere, J can 
see no reason why this war must go 
on. I am grieved to think of the sacri- 
fices that it will claim.” (Spcech to the 
Reichstag, July 19, 1940). 


Another Chance 


This plea was contemptuously re- 
jected by the British Government. Mr. 
Churchill declared for a war to the 
bitter end. So seaport towns like Hull 
and Hamburg, munition centres like 


Birmingham and Bochum, were 
bombed and re-bombed. 
On September 4, Herr Hitler, in 


the course of a speech In support of 
the ‘Winter Help” movement, took 
occasion to deliver a warning to the 
British Government that their incess- 
ant bombing of German cities far re- 
moved frora the war-zone would bring 
reprisals from him. 


The British reply took the form of 
incendiary bombs on the Black Forest 


and other German timber preserves. 
The official “explanation” of “con- 
cealed military objectives” was 


brushed aside by the Evening Stand- 
ard, (September 9), which plainly told 
its readers that “next to oil and iron, 
wood is Germany's greatest necd,” 
though it admitted that “Hitler's an- 
nexations of the jiast four vears have 
trebled his timber resources" and that 
“Hitler has easy access to the soft- 
wood, plywood, and wood pulp exports 
of Russia”! Such an act of vandalism 
brings a revulsion of shame and dis- 
gust to anyone who in hay pier days 
has journeyed tnrough these lovelv 
wooded valleys. Can we wonder that 
to Herr Hitler it seemed to deserve a 
reply in kind? 

His answer we know. The final horror 
of poison gas is yet t> corne; but it is 
only a matter of time, should this orgy 
of scientific sadism continue’ un- 
checked. 


But amid this welter of barbarism, 
this turmoil of accusation and counter- 
charge, one thing is certain: tnat in 
the impartial judgment of posterity, 
the rulers of Britain will not be held 
tobe guiltless. 
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Is Nazism Worse Than War? 


MANY former pacifists have discovered that Nazism 


is worse than war. 


The following correspondence,

It is an anti-Christian, diabolical system which 
scorns generosity, honesty, and kindness, and 
has skilfully exploited the friendly liberal feel- 
ing in Britain to further ita ends. 
Noan-violence, as outlined in that book you 
lent me by Gregg. requires at the best of 
times a spiritual outlook on life such a8 Is 
not found in the mags im our material western 
elvilization. Further, it requires inspiring leed- 
ership and tremendous unity of ideals. Even 
then it relies on appealing to the humanity 
and goodness in the opponent. It would not 
be workable against nazism whose agents have 
all humanity systematically crushed from birth. 
Remember that in India Gandhi's followers 
were up against a regime that in theory at 
least belleved in the value of the individual,

This is what a German victory would mean, 
and therefore I fcel we must go on and try 
to save what ts best in the civilization of Nor- 
way, Denmark, Holiand, Poland, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. Belgium, France, and also to free the 
best elements in Germany from the bondage of 
naziam. That this will mean suffering and 
sacrifice to ourselves and to thousands of in- 
nocent civilians in other countries I am fully 
aware. I have, however, come to the point 
where I feel it may be necessary to couse the 
physical death of some in order to save the 
soul of the world from a spiritual @veith such 
as nazism causes. 

I am aware also that our nation has often 
fallen sadly short of Christian standards, but 
we are led by men who hbase their falth on 
the fdeals nf Christianity. If we are victorious 
there Is a chance that these ideals may be put 
into practice. 

This is what the PPU should plan fur, stop- 
ping any action which may hamper the national 
effort. I say this because if we lose the war 
the work of the PPU and indeed £1] humani- 
tarian or cultural efforts will forcibly come to 
an end. I should be glad to hear how you feel 
about this.

T was with pleasant anticipation 
that I opened your letter on Sun-

not only is to me a brother in Christ, 
but one who tries to look upon the 
brutalities and sufferings of the world 
through the eyes of Christ and would 
try to remedy them in his way. 

You can well imagine my disappoint- 
ment—sympathetic disappointment— 
when I had grasped the burden of your 
note. Sympathetic because we are all 
experiencing what you have been up 
against—the ceaseless propaganda and 
tendencious news which gives only the 
worst picture of the enemy; the in- 
creased fear of the enemy inevitably 
leading to hatred; the difficulty of sus- 
taining one’s moral position under al- 
most universal and prolonged attack;

tianity; and the loss of strength which 
we used to receive from worship with 
the rest of our fellows; the sense of 
living as parasites in & community 
which by its sweat and blood is ensur- 
ing our means of existence. 

All these considerations and _ it:flu- 
and many more, have been 
quietly at work on us all, often with- 
out our being conscious of the fact, 
trying to weaken our armour of Chris- 
tian charity and brotherliness, with 
which, -we said, we would meet and 
conquer evil.

OU say that the writers in Peace 
News have not considered the 
consequences. of stopping the 

war; but what are the consequences 
of continuing it (a) in loss of life, 
(b) in damage to property, (c) in phy- 
sical and mental ill-health, (d) in dam- 
age to moral values by the suppression 
of truth, the fostering of hatred for the 
enemy, a hatred which some of our 
politicians are even now trying to fan 
into a white heat? 

Is it so doubtful that pacifism would 
be effective against Hitlerism? I am 
convinced that it would be effective, 
and for the following reasons. Speak- 
ing from the Christian pacifist view- 
point, I should say we are pacifist be- 
cause we believe the non-violent way to 
be Christ’s way of meeting evil. 

Christ is a comprehensible revela- 
tion of the Creator to human beings;

bombing raids let us beware the 

creeping of an altogether differ- 
ent and more sinister barrage. Every- 
one who has seen the destruction of 
the docks and the devastation in var- 
jous other places will be anxious to 
lend a hand to alleviate the suffering 
and anguish of the homeless and ber- 
eaved. The senseless imbecility of war 
is etched on the mind of every such 
person and nothing will ever crase its 
picture. But beware the more insid- 
ious danger behind the introduction of 
machinery to deal with misery, and 
military protection to safeguard the 
people. There are some distinguished 
leaders of left-wing thought who -ondly 
imagine that out of blood and tears, 
dust and disease, hunger and fatigue 
will come a revolt toward the mullenn- 
jum. The same people who have been 
telling us that we were wishful 
thinkers are themselves in danger of 
becoming members of this stagnant 
company. 

All.over London and. other bombed 
areas are groups of the PPU and FOR. 
Within these groups are many who are 
politically conscious and with proved 
powers of leadership. Now is the time 
for our scattered groups to become the 
out-posts of a néw order. Tt tannot be 
seid too often that freedom is in peril 
and that it can only be defended by 
eternal vigilance. 

In last Sunday's Reynolds, “ Yeffle” 
hit the nail on the head. The.cholce 
before those who rule us is fascism or 
communism—and he suggests that

they will inevitably choose fascism, 
the lesser of the two evils—for them! 
It will not be the German variety but 
the more gentlemanly Blimpism—after 
having won over the critics who might 
have “confounded their knavish 
tricks.” The pacifist is endeavouring 
to find a synthesis between politics and 
religion, and our groups are the chan- 
nels through which the work cen be 
carried forward, A new energy must 
be generated and we need the help of 
every man and woman in our ranks.

therefore we believe without a shadow 
of a doubt that his approach to these 
problems represents the divine inten-

yr say that a magnanimous action 
in the past might have saved 

peace. Why was such a mag- 
nanimous action necessary? Because 
the victorious Allies at the end of the 
last war thought that the best way to 
keep an enemy harmless was to build 
around him a wall of steel. 

Yes, ‘ve put a sick man behind our 
wall and there has broken out upon us 
a madman, If we had ringed around 
him a fence of understanding and 
Christian charity, I fancy we'd have 
had a friend inside now. Have we 
learnt our lesson of cause and effect 
yet? Is our nation more Christian now 
than 20 years ago? Are our statesmen? 
Would they frame a better peace 
treaty, or in years to come will they 
inquire whether our economic system 
is working to the detriment of other 
European Powers? 

I am afraid I have to confess that 
I identify the average HBritisher’s 
Christianity with what you call a 
“friendly liberal feeling,” and TI trace 
to this philosophy a good deal of our 
present distress. It is the attitude 
which in international affairs says, 
- The internal affairs of a nation are 
its own concern, !t is not our concern 
whether it has an unfavourable bal- 
ance of trade, a high maternal mor- 
tality, emigration difficulties, an un- 
balanced budget.” It is the aititude 
which says, “Let’s not talk about these 
things and be friends.” And this type 
of international mind has its national 
counterpart. It says, “The English- 
man’s home is his castle. Yes, and he 
can starve in it for all I care.” 

You see what I mean—what is 
needed is a concerned, frierdly, Chris- 
tian fecling in Britain, and elsewhere 
for that matter, which will be anxious 
to know whether that other set of 
human beings whom we label “Ger- 
mans,” or “Peles,” is getting on. Shall 
we bring about that feeling by engag- 
ing in war?

AM not conversant with Gregg’s 

book on non-violence, but I imagine 

that it would be difficult to arrange 
for organized non-violence here in this 
country, For my own pert, I think if 
the Germans came here and insisted 
on governing this country I would not 
attempt at this juncture to oppose 
them. I believe self-government would 
come, say, in 15 or 20 years’ time, and 
of Gerinan free will, providing that in 
the meantime our attitude tuward them 
was consistently Christian. If they 
asked me to do anything that was un- 
christian, I hope I would have the 
courage to refuse in the same way as 
I should refuse a similar demand from 
a native Government. I have faced all 
the possibilities arising from a German 
invasion in so far as my imagination 
will enable me to do so, from the 
Gestapo and the concentration camp to 
the thought of our “nazified” children. 
It se2ms a terrible price to pay for re- 
fusing to render evil ror evil. ‘Tiere 
are a few things which give me cour- 
age, however. Here they are just as 
they occur to me.

A® Christian pacifists, we would re- 
gard a German as being just a 

similar human being to a Brit- 
isher, and so the sight of a German 
policeman or a German Provincial 
Governos would arouse in us no resent- 
ment. Consequently there would not 
be so much risk of political intrigues 
and their inevitable suppression. The 
Germans might not wish to have the 
nazi faith instilled into our children— 
that would seem to me to he making 
foes for the future. 


I don't admit that the Germans, cle- 
ver as they are, can entirely efface the 
divine from man. That “man was 
made in God’s image” means to me 
that God put in man “a Godward in- 
stinct” which cannot be completely 
crushed by a diabolically clever edu- 
cational system or concentration camp. 
If I thought to the contrary I should 
worship Hitler. 


Again, the nazis have not eliminated 


humanitarianism from Germany as. 


you will see from the news which 
they serve to their own people; eg., 
they take trouble to make their people 
believe that German airmen bomb only 
military objectives. 


Yet another thing strengthens me in 
my pacifism, and that is the observa- 
tion that war has in the past only 
brought further wrongs and has sown 
the seeds of future wars. Then my 
Christian faith reminds me that the 
nazis are fighting a losing battle 
against the God-implanted instiiucts in 
man; and I believe that we may kill 
many Germans without changing the 
ideas they hold. 


Surely it is plain to you in your cal- 
mer moments that the war niethod 
cannot protect the ideals we cherish. 
At the moment, our Government igs 
asking us to sacrifice our lives and 
treasure in an adventure whose out- 
come, even to non-Christians, is very 
problematical. Is it too much to ex- 
pect of Christians an equal abandon- 
ment in a cause. whose outcome is 
certain?

that great continent? Yes, say the re- 
pentant pacifists, unless Europe is ce- 
livered by a British victory. (That 
unfortunately involves starvation: but 
no matter.) But suppose the victory is 


won, will the human values be kept . 


alive? Yes, say the repentant pacifists, 

We wonder why they believe this. 
How will the liberated Europe be kept 
free? Obviously, the European peoples 
cannot be trusted to keep themselves 
free, for their former freedom produced 
the various versions of Nazism row 
extant. The only practical possibility 
is that victorious Britain should main- 
tain liberty and the human values by 
force: and the force would have to be 
ruthless. The future is without hope. 

There ig no escape from thls dil- 
emma, If you believe that the auman 


values are so precarious that a system 


of government can annihilate them, 
you cannot 
tendency in human nature tending to 
maintain or resurrect those. values; 
for you have denied the existence of 
any such tendency. If you believé that 
Nazism can annihilate “the free mind, 
the compassionate heart, the love of 
truth and the respect for human per- 
sonality,” you are committing yourself 
(though you may not be aware of it) 
to maintaining those values by violence 
for ever. 

The pacifist believes, on the con- 
trary, that these values cannot be des- 
troyed or annihilated, except in the in- 
dividual and by the permission of his 
human will. This permission of the 
human will is given by those who 
accept the necessity of overcoming 
Nazism by violence. “It cannot and 
it will not come to good.”

51,261 Registered 
Objectors 


T was stated in the House of Com- 
mons on September 19, that up to 
the end of August, 51,261 men had 

been provisionally registered as con- 
scientious objectors; 26,447 applications 
had been considered by local tribunals 
and 12,868 men had been registered 
(conditionally or unconditionally) in the 
register of consclentious objectors, 

In reply to representations to the 

Whur Office the Central Board for Con- 
scientions Objectors has recelved the 
following assurances :— 


That in the cases of courts-martlal assemUled 
for the trial of men who claim to have com- 
mitted an offence against military discipline 
on the grounds of conscience, the attention 
of presidents of such courts is drawn to 
the quallfying sentence which enables a man 
to have his case considered by the Advisory 
Tribunal. (As is the case in civil justice, the 
court-martial cannot be ordered to uward a 
specified sentence). 


That the new rate of remission of one third of 
sentence for good conduct does apply to all 
soldiers undergoing sentences in civil prisona, 
in military prisons, and in detention bar- 
racks. 


That the question of all soldier conscientious 
objectors belng sent to civil prisons to serve 
sentences of imprisonment is under consid- 
eration.

LIDDELL-HART ON 
BLOCKADE 


HE recent article in Peace News on 
“The Infamy of the Blockade” 
recalled to my mind a passage 

from a Ictter by Captain Liddell-Hart 
that appeared in the Army Quarterly 
for January 1928. The letter was part 
of a controversial correspondence en- 
titled “Killing No Murder,” and I 
quote it without comment as a sub- 
stantiation of the case presented in 
Peace News, the author being in this 
case an able and, exceptionally honest 
military authority: 


If one could discard national bias and ac- 
quire an historical point of view, there might 
appear little difference between our blockade 
and the German submarine campaign, except 
thit between a lingering and a quick death, 
or that in one case non-combatants could 
avoid going on the menaced ships, whereas 
fn the other they could not leave the block- 
aded country. I should be happy if I could 
feel that the sum of suffering to women and 
children caused by the blockade was lesa 
than that caused by the German submarine 


and air attacks. 

“Most of the atrocities in history,” 
concluded Captain Liddell-Hart, “ have 
been carried out by men whose moral 
was fortified by their conviction of 
acting righteously—witness the relig- 
lous wars.” .

AR'S destruction of world resources and 
Since America’s isolation from the 
slaughter of our race must stop. 


swiftly moving wars abroad is becoming iIm- 
possible, our question is: Shall the United 
States intervene for peace or {intervene for 
war? We favour intervention for peace. Keep 
our country out of war by ending this war 
and abandoning the war system. Substitute in 
its place a practical government of the world. 

It {is our destined role as the great muelting- 
pot of races, the inheritor of all cultures, to 
heip the warring nations toward reasoned set- 
tlement of the Issues between them and to lead 
them in organizing a more perfect union of 
nations. 


We ask our Government to cooperate with 
the neutral Americas and the few remaining 
neutrals elsewhere in: making an immediate 
joint offer of services toward wncondittonal 
armistice on all the fields of battle.

The Robinson Crusoes of Peace 


DELIGHTFUL tale—Les Robin- 
sons de la Paix—by Gustave 
Dupin, a well-known French 

journalist, was published in Paris in 
1920 and still awaits an English trans- 
lator and publisher. Perhaps some 
reader of the following resume will 
volunteer to make the attempt? 

Two young men—I-onard, a Chris- 
tian, and Remy, an agnostic—decide to 
disobey the order to join the French 
army. With another objector they es- 
tablish themselves in the heart of a 
mountainous forest district of central 
France, where isolation, intensified by 
war conditions, enables them to avoid 
detection. The three make their home 
in the erypt of an old fortifled chateau. 

Secret visits to Leonard’s uncle, an 
aged village cure, help to supply their 
wants. The forest provides them with 
wild fruits and mushrooms, with game, 
and with fish caught in a romantically 
situated lake. The crater of an extinct 
volcano is converted into a secret veg- 
etable garden. Thus, in the heart of 
the forest, a kind of Crusoe island {s 
established, through the bounty of na- 
ture, for the outcasts of society. 


Joined by ‘‘ Enemy” 


A young German, escaped from a 
prisoners’ camp, was making his way 
to Spain when he injured himself and 
was found helpless by one of the three 
settlers. Max was a socialist who had 
believed that the international move- 
ment of the workers would prevent 
war and attributed to the murder of 
Jaurés the failure of that movement 
to do so, He was welcomed as z fcurth 
member of the community. 

The interest of the book centres 
largely in the gradual conversion to 
the pacifist view of the old cure, a de- 
lightful character. The arguments of 
Leonard, when visiting his uncle’s pres- 
bytery, carry weight, but the cure 
constantly backslides, because his 
newspaper La Croix is so warlike. One 
event contributed greatly to his con- 
version. Visiting a mother whose son 
had been killed, he read to her on 
article urging Frenchwomen to be like 
the Spartan mothers who rejoiced to 


hear of their sons’ death in battle. She 
was so outraged that she spat on the 
paper. 

Remy, the agnostic, explains to the 
cure how the “unanimity” of the people 
is obtained. “On August 3, 1914, all 
newspaper editors were summoned to 
the Elysee, where they were told that 
any attempt at criticism would mean 
suppression. ‘Gentlemen,’ the Minister 
for War added, ‘your duty now is to 
be sowers of hatred.’” 


Again, Leonard says to his uncle, 
“There is no longer a Catholic church. 
The bishops have become mere nation- 
alists. Those who keep their faith will 
go to pray, when the clergy are absent 
from the churches.” On the uncle re- 
marking, “ You speak too much like a 
Christian of the early centuries,” he 
answered, “It is they who founded the 
church universal.” 


The Benediction 


There is a striking scene in which 
the aged priest, become now entirely 
pacifist, visits the outcasts’ settlement 
and, after embracing the young Ger- 
man (thereby “saving the Catholic 
Church"), celebrates mass in the light 
of a glorious dawn on the mountain 
top, whence he extends his arms in 
benediction over his beloved country 
and over all Europe in their common 
agony. 

In 1919, we are told, a general Act of 
Amnesty was passed for the numerous 
deserters from the French army. Nev- 
ertheless the little group decided to 
continue their experiment, r2fusing to 
— absorbed into an anti-Christian soc- 
iety. 


“If the Governments who went to 
war are disposed to amnesty us, we 
on our part, as members of a free col- 
ony, refuse to amnesty them! Never 
will we return to a society which re- 
main’s in slavery to sich despofismes 
Sanglants ”—an attitude of mind too 
proudly intolerant to serve a3 a model, 
but a dramatically fit ending to a most 
thought-provoking and beautifully con- 


structed story.
